Glynn is no doubt a learned man, but he- 
has been ex-communicated from his church, 
and he has lost caste with property owners 
by preaching a doctrine, the logical sequence 
ot which is the confiscation of the working- 
men's savings as well as the rich man's 
wealth. There are freaks in natural history 
which interest, and a treak in political 
economy theories ought also to command in- 
terest."

above editorial appeared on Tuesday morn- 
ing. The synopsis to which it refers made 
its appearance on Sunday morning. Now 
why did not the editorial make its appear- 
ance in the same issue with the synopsis? 
It looks as if the courageous afterclap who 
runs the editorial department of The Her 
aid wanted to wait for Dr. HcGlynn to get 
well out of town. The editorial should have 
been in the Sunday morning paper, but how 
could the {irpat editor know that McGlynu 
lett town Satmrtay night'.' 
He learned tins- 


important iact '•omUiine during Sunday or 
Holiday, (.'lose investigation showed him 
that the lecturer had really gone, and then 
he rushed back to his crib to let loose one 
of his caged thunderbolts. It is The Her 
aid's old trick; smile to a man's face, and, 
later, stab him in the back; give him a col- 
umn when he is here, and damn him when 
he is gone. 


But this Herald man's courage is fatten- 


ing. He begun by making tenible charges 
on dead men; he now dares to assault a 
man who is alive, but beyond arm's reach. 
At this rate of progress it cannot be long 
until the little children on our streets will 
not be safe. He seems to be in search of 
all those wno, for any reason, are not in a 
position to retaliate. If there are any such 
people in our town, they had better make 
preparations to move out, for their peculiar 
fate is now at large, and he wears neither a 
muzzle nor a tax collar. 


But what influence was brought to bear 


on The Herald? There must have been 
something to prompt the above editorial, 
and you can depend upon it that the influ- 
ence was not a disinterested one. We are 
entirely unable to imagine what it could 
have been. Of course there was some poli- 
tics in Dr. McGlvnn's lecture, or at least 
the prospects of politics. Whenever any- 
thing of this kind enters the question, The 
Herald at once becomes iudependentenough 
to inquire: "What are we here for?" Some 
one suggests that it is barely possible that 
Dr. McGlynn refused to be held up. Other 
political gentlemen in this town have here- 
tofore sent in a refusal, and have been 
somewhat surprised at the editorial spasms 
it caused The Herald. And in the case of 
Dr. McGlynn it may have been an abterux 
of influence that prompted The Herald ed- 
itorial of Tuesday morning. 


A few words about some obscure lan- 


guage that The Herald uses. It is not true 
that Dr. McGlynn was excommunicated by 
the Catholic church because of his ideas on 
political economy. As far as the record 
shows, the excommunication was based en- 
tirely on disobedience. It was a question 
of discipline, and not one of political econ- 
omy. The Herald does not make this dis- 
tinctioc. 


But W6 are told that Dr. McGlynn has 


lost caste with property owners on account 
ef the doctrine which he preaches. Where 
did the Herald get this information? He 


preaches the single tax theory of Henry 
George, and a great number of very wealthy 
men are assisting George in spreading this 
idea. It has not yet taken sufficient hold to 
arouse the body of property owners, so 
that they are not exercised about the mat- 
ter. They have not yet concluded to boy- 
cott McGlynn and George. That they will 
ever do so is more than doubtful. But The 
Herald thinks that somebody has lost caste 
with the property owners, and, in a sub- 
limely natural way, it at once concludes 
that such a man muit be a freak. The 
Herald claims to be a property owner, and 
perhaps it is to sympathize this claim that 
it comes forward to say that McGlynn has 
lost caste with it. These fellows on North 
Main street wed to prate about a bank ac- 
count until somebody called their attention 
to'the assessor's book. Since then the ac- 
count has assumed proportions that would 
excite the disgust of a tramp. It has be- 
come necessary to insinuate the possession 
of wealth In some other way.in a more deli- 
cate and high-toned manner if you please. 
So now The Herald has gone into the busi- 
ness of declaring that some people have lost 
caste with us "property owners." Here is 
a degree of pompous revenge that even 
Monte Cristo did not dream of. 


But The Herald says that the logical se- 


quence of McGlynn's doctrine is the 
"con- 


fiscation of the workingmen's savings, as 
well as the rich man's wealth." Well now 
here is a point in which we are all inter- 
ested. Will The Herald show us the reas- 
oning by which it arrives at this logical se- 
quence conclusion? The man who has but 
a copper is to be put through the process of 
confiscation along with the fellow who has 
a million. Everybody is to be whipped, and 
poor caste will die of hunger. Who will 
get all the boodle? Perhaps it will go to 
those mental cripples who write conse- 
quental logic. But we leave these ques- 
tions, and the harrowing thoughts they 
bring up, to be answered by tlio grand 
duke who thought them all out to a logical 
sequence between the thus he heard that 
Dr. McGlyun left town and last Tuesday 
morning.

Ball Players' league was nearly consumed 
Tuesday in making changes in the playing 
rules. Only a few alterations were made, 
however, but the committee started from 
the beginning of the code, read every section 
carefully, and made suggestions. Ward, 
Ewing and Pfeffer, on account of their vast 
experience, rendered valuable assistance. 
This is the first time the practical ball-player 
has had a voice iii the changing or forma- 
tion of the rules. Heretofore the stockhold- 
ers of the clubs have assumed the task of 
changing the rules, and on more than one 
occasion they made damaging blunders. 


Changes in the Rules. 


The changes made were as follows: 
Rule 5. The pitcher's box shall be 6x4 feet, 


instead of 5J^x4, and the forward line is to 
be 51 feet from the center of the plate, in- 
stead of 50. 
Rule G. Lines behind the catcher's position 


have been aliolished. 


, J. Rule £3 (section B). The player who makes 


a hit that wins the game shall be given only 
a single base, and the game ends immedi- 
ately, and not when tho ball is returned to 
the pitcher, as is set forth in the league 
rules. 
Rule 37. All fouls caught by a catcher 


when he is not close to the batsman retire 
the latter. This abolishes the rule declaring 
a ball less than ten feet high a foul tip.

every game. The duties of No. I, who is to 
officiate behind the bat, are to call balls, 
strikes, block, dead balls, foul hits, foul 
strikes, intentional fouling of balls, all ques- 
tions arising at the home plate, delays of 
the side at bat, and call play or time.

One can easily 
understand this performance on the part of 
many of those fair travelers. So, no doubt, 
in the treasury department at Washington, 
where the fingers of women are found more 
skillful than those of men in detecting and 
sorting out counterfeit currency, the coun- 
terfeiters greatly disapprove of this selection 
of officials, and would much prefer that 
their wares should be examined by men. A 
male inspector, who perhaps does not know 
diamonds from paste, and cannot 'distinguish 
lace costing half a dollar a yard from an 
article worth $300, would seem the ideal offi- 
cial to every woman who withes her trunk 
not to be investigated too closely. On every 
'other conceivable ground, one would think, 
a woman would prefer to have her supply of 
clothing turned over b'y one of her own sex. 
The mere ground that "men see so much 
less" does not quite seem in this case an hon- 
orable solution. 


The old play of "Women Beware Women" 


conveys the moral readily suggested by all 
these avoidances. A man in a school room, 
as every one who has served on a school 
board knows, is fettered by a thousand pro- 
prieties and complaisances. There are ques- 
tions he cannot ask, doubts ho cannot solve; 
an acute or designing woman has him at a 
great advantage, whiltj a shy and timid one 
sometimes does herself no justice before him. 
If one of this last kind i:> placed at a disad- 
vantage, she w ould faouietmieb gladly appeal 
from him to his wife, if she could, as the 
hunted witches in the old days of nitchcraft 
used sometimes to implore to have thuir case 
referred to the wives of the clergy. But the 
deceitful or unscrupulous—and there may bo 
Becky Sharps eveu in the schoolroom—would 
rather have a man to deal with, nine times 
out of ten; for they know that a pair of 
bright eyes or a persuasive voice may appeal 
to him, whereas a school committee woman 
would brush all suc.h beguilement» aside like 
cobwebs. "Women beware women" is the 
safest ot all policies where there is anything 
to conceal. 


Another ground of objection by women to 


the inspection of women lies, no doubt, ill 
the habit of subordination long impressed on 
every subject class. In the early regiments 
recruited trom the freed slaves of tUe south- 
ern states, nothing was at lirst a greater ob- 
stacle than the unwillingness of the ignorant 
blacks to be subjected to one another. Not 
only had the commissioned officers at first 10 
be taken from the white race, but in some 
cases the sergeants were similai ly api»mted, 
and it w as only very gradually that the col- 
ored soldiers could bo brought to obey any 
one of their own race. "I don't want him to 
play the white mail ober me," was the fre- 
quent protest. By degrees they came to un- 
derstand that they were not to obey their offi- 
cers by reason of color, but because they w ere 
officers; and then they gradually learned to 
take prido in having sergeants and corporals 
of their own line. In the case of women, it 
is nut u matter of color but of sex; but no 
one w ho has ever attended a teachers' conven- 
tion, anil seen the meekness with winch a 
roomful ot intelligent women will sit silent 
and hear school matter'* dismissed by a liand- 
iuiof ••musttrs," v.ho arc perhaps tlieir m- 
It-nors in qenerul attainments, w ill doubt of 
the deference thus acquired for what the old 
French grammars called "the noble st.x"—le 
s?se noble.

However when told that his wife was now 
in the penitentiary for complicity in the 
murder of Richard Thomas lie confessed that 
he had killed James Abnee. 


The Murder of JaiueB Abiiec. 


The crime for which Hunt paid the death 


penalty was tho murder of James Abnee. 
On Sunday evening, Feb. 2T, 18S), Hunt, 
Abnee and others were in a saloon, but had 
no words. Hunt left first, aud waited in an 
alley for Abnee. When he came out Hunt 
told him he w as going to kill him. Abnee 
begged pitcously tor his life, and was heard 
to say: "Don't Hunt; don't." Hunt shot 
three times' and killed him, Abnee's last 
words being, "He's got me at last." During 
the coroner's inquest a few minutes later, 
Hunt came in, calmly viewed his murderous 
work and carelessly asked: "Who do they 
Bay did it;" Hunt was arrested next morn- 
ing, and ot tliu trial was found guilty and 
sentenced to hung on Juno 18.
